Prefatory. 


Some  one  lias  said  that:  “lie  who  cares  nothing  for 
his  ancestors  will  rarely  achieve  anything  worthy  ot  being 
remembered  by  his  descendants,”  and  another  says:  “No 
virtuously  disposed  mind  can  look  back  upon  a  long  line 
of  truly  venerable  ancestors  without  feeling  his  motive  to 
a  virtuous  life  strengthened.” 


Truly  the  Martin  family  has  a  long  line  of  virtuous  an¬ 
cestors  whose  names  are  worthy  to  be  handed  down  to 
the  latest  generation.  That  is  the  purpose  of  this  imperfect 
record  and  history. 


There  is  a  generation  growing  up  who  know  nothing 
of  many  of  these  facts  which  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
older  generation,  fast  passing  into  the  beyond. 

in  some  cases  it  has  been  hard  to  determine  between 
truth  and  error  in  reviewing  the  traditions  handed  down. 
The  evidence  has  been  weighed  in  my  own  mind  and  that 
most  probably  truthful  been  recorded.  For  more  than 
thirty  years  1  have  been  interested  in  learning  about  our 
ancestry  and  inquiring  of  the  older  people  as  to  their  know¬ 
ledge  of  it. 

Many  years  ago  I  talked  with  David  Martin,  the  father 
of  Mathew  C.,  who  claimed  to  have  seen  our  ancestor,  Rob¬ 
ert  Martin,  and  to  have  been  well  acquainted  with  the  fam¬ 
ily.  1  Te  said  that  Robert  talked  with  a  strong  Irish  accent. 

I  am  indebted  very  much  to  my  mother,  Millicent  E. 
Frost,  for  many  of  the  facts  which  she  had  been  able  to  glean 
from  an  intimate  association  in  the  same  house  with  my 
great  grandmother,  Millicent  Martin  nee  Sibley,  and  her 
mother,  Millicent  Sibley  nee  Squires,  who  both  died  in  the 
home  of  James  K.  Martin. 


For  the  Sibley  Record  reaching  back  to  within  nine  years 
of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  1  am  indebted  to  a  little  pam¬ 
phlet  on  the  Sibleys,  published  and  compiled  by  John  Lang- 
don  Sibley  of  Cambridge,  Mass.

The  early  history  of  the  Martin  family  is  somewhat  un¬ 
certain,  based  largely  on  tradition  handed  down  from  one 
generation  to  another.  There  is  no  doubt  a  thread  of  fact 
running  all  through  these  stories. 

It  is  said  that  the  progenitor  of  this  branch  of  the  Mar¬ 
tin  family — Robert  Martin  was  born  in  Ireland  and  sailed 
from  Dublin  when  a  young  man;  to  America,  settling  in 
Rensselaer  County,  New  York.  The  date  is  not  positively 
known,  but  the  probability  is,  that  it  was  just  prior  to  the 
Revolutionary  war  or  between  1760  and  1770. 

A  year,  or  a  few  years  later,  another  brother  came  to  this 
country  and  it  is  supposed  settled  in  Ohio,  but  the  brothers 
never  found"  one  another. 

The  first  brother  Robert,  our  ancestor,  married  a  lady 
of  Irish  birth,  by  the  name  of  Margaret,  familiarly  known 
by  the  name  of  Peggy.  Her  maiden  name  is  unknown. 
Those  who  had  seen  them  said  that  they  talked  very  broken. 
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The  children  of  Robert  and  Peggy  were  five  in  number, 
viz:  Killian,  Robert,  James,  Margaret  and  Sarah.

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Before  going  farther  with  the  Martin  line  it  will  be  inter¬ 
esting  to  go  back  and  trace  down  the  Sibley  line  of  descent.. 

According  to  a  little  book  giving  the  Sibley  Ancestry 
and  in  the  possession  of  James  K.  Martin  (the  first  Sibleys 
came  to  this  country  from  St.  Albains,  in  Hertfordshire, 
England,  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Salem,  Mass.,  in  1629. 


There  were  two  brothers,  John  and  Richard,  both  were 
married  and  united  with  the  church  at  Charlestown,  Dec. 
21,  1634. 


John  Sibley  took  the  freeman’s  oath  May  6,  1635.  He 
was  a  selectman  of  the  town  of  Salem,  and  went  to  the 
general  court  of  Boston.  He  died  in  1661,  leaving  four 
sons  and  five  daughters.  His  sons  names  were: 

John,  born  March  4,  1648,  and  was  a  captain  and 
and  selectman. 

William,  born  July  8,  1653,  was  a  yeoman  and 
butcher. 

Joseph,  born  in  1655,  was  a  fisherman. 

Samuel,  born  Feb.  12,  1657.  Mis  wife’s  name  was 
Mary,  of  Salem. 


Joseph  Sibley,  son  of  John,  born  in  1655,  was  impressed 
on  board  a  British  Frigate  upon  his  return  from  one  of  his 
fishing  voyages  and  put  to  hard  service  for  seven  weeks, 
and  was  then  released  and  sent  home.  The  name  of  Joseph 
Sibley’s  wife  was  Susanna.  They  had  one  daughter  and 
six  sons.

Sibley  shortly  after  moved  to  Union,  in  Connecticut,  and 
died  at  Ashford.  Benjamin  Sibley  had  five  sons,  viz:

From  Elisha  Sibley,  the  second  son,  descended  Jeremiah, 
Elisha,  who  died  in  Henrietta;  William,  for  many  years  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  North  Rush  Church;  Charles  Sibley  and  others. 
From  Charles  Sibley  is  descended  Mary,  Helen,  and  Frank 
Sibley,  formerly  of  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

Mary  or  Polly,  the  third  mentioned,  married  Henry  Wil¬ 
cox.

Priscilla,  the  fourth,  married  Dusenberry,  and 

they  had  six  children,  Dorns,  Joseph,  Joshua,  Stephen, 
James,  and  Delia  Maria. 

Joseph  Sibley,  the  fifth  son  mentioned,  was  County  Judge 
oL*  Monroe  County  and  member  of  the  Legislature  of  New 
York  State,  besides  holding  other  offices  of  trust.  He  was 
a  man  of  superior  talent  and  marked  ability.  Mis  home 
was  near  West  Rush  on  the  Genesee  River,  where  lie  owned 
a  fine  farm.  Joseph  A.  Stull,  a  grandson,  now  owns  it. 

Benjamin,  the  sixth,  lived  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State. 

Samuel,  the  seventh  mentioned,  married  Mary  or  Polly 
Squires,  daughter  of  Ephraim  Squires.  They  had  seven 
children,  viz:  Ezra,  Ephraim,  Priscilla,  who  married 
Luther  Eaton  of  Brighton;  Saliy,  who  married  Joel  Eaton 
of  Irondequoit;  Catherine,  who  married  Clark;  Susan 

and  Millie. 

For  second  husband,  Polly  Sibley  nee  Squires,  married 
Rice  Eaton,  They  had  no  issue,  but  Eaton  by  his  first  wife 
had  Luther  Eaton.  Joel  Eaton,  mentioned  above,  and  Eliza 
Eaton,  who  became  the  wife  of  Killian  Martin  second 

The  remaining  children  of  Samuel  Sibley  and  Millicent, 
viz:  Stephen,  William,  Philip,  Squires,  and  Susan  lived  in 
Rensselaer  county  for  the  most  part,  and  but  little  is  known 
about  them. 

Millicent  Sibley,  the  first  child  mentioned  of  Samuel 
and  Millicent  Sibley,  born  Oct.  7,  1775,  and  died  Dec. 24, 
1S58,  was  married  to  our  ancestor  Killian  Martin,  March  20, 
1793.  They  had  eleven  children,  viz:

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  last  son,  Killian,  was  born  one 
week  after  his  father’s  death,  thus  leaving  the  widow  of 
thirty-eight  years,  with  eleven  children  to  support  and

bring  up  with  the  help  of  the  older  ones.  But  little  is  known 
about  Killian  Martin,  our  great  grand-father,  lie  was  evi¬ 
dently  a  man  of  business  capacity.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
lie  was  working  a  large  farm,  most  likely  belonging  to  the 
VanRensselaer  estate. 

During  the  war  of  1812,  as  has  been  mentioned,  Killian 
Martin  had  teams  on  the  road  between  Albany  and  Buffalo, 
working  for  the  Government.  Hi's  oldest  son,  Samuel,  and 
my  grandfather,  James  K.,  drove  teams,  probably  accom¬ 
panied  by  their  uncle,  Robert  Martin.  I  Tow  many  trips  were 
made  in  this  way  we  cannot  say,  but  on  some  of  them  Killian 
himself,  accompanied  his  brother  and  two  sons,  and  stopped 
at  the  home  of  Elisha  Sibley  in  Rush,  where  Ryan  Martin’s 
family  now  resides.  Thus  the  family  had  some  practical 
knowledge  of  the  country  before  moving  to  it. 

Upon  settling  up  his  estate  it  was  found  that  there  was  not 
enough  to  pay  the  debts.  The  widow  who  was  an  expert 
weaver  for  those  times  took  in  work  and  paid  all  the  debts 
against  the  estate.  The  receipts  for  these  payments  were 
preserved  for  many  years  and  have  been  seen  by  some  here 
present.  From  some  of  the  stories  related  of  him  we  judge 
that  lie  was  a  man  of  stern  disposition.  I  will  relate  one.  It 
is  said  that  his  oldest  son,  Samuel,  and  another  brother  went 
to  a  neighbors  and  stayed  quite  late,  evidently  with  the  in¬ 
tention  of  staying  all  night.  The  father  in  his  search  finally 
found  them.  He  related  to  them  how  worried  he  had  been — 
thought  possibly  they  were  dead. 

The  hoys  congratulated  themselves  that  their  father’s 
sympathy  had  overcome  the  inclination  to  punish  them. 
Somewhat  to  their  surprise  when  they  started  for  home  he 
followed  them  with  a  whip.  Sam  as  he  was  called,  is  credit¬ 
ed  with  saving  that  it  was  the  first  time  that  he  ever  knew 
of  a  man  to  go  after  dead  boys  with,  a  gad. 

The  opinion  seemed  to  prevail  that  after  the  husband's 
death  the  widow  could  not  pay  the  debts  and  keep  the  fam¬ 
ily  together.  Certainly  a  woman  of  less  capacity  and  de¬ 
termination  would  not  have  attempted  it.  She  was  a  wo¬ 
man  of  strong  individuality  and  sterling  Christian  charac¬ 
ter,  which  she  stamped  in  a  remarkable  degree  upon  her 
children. 

During  her  younger  years  she  was  a  member  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  church,  but  in  later  life  attended  the  Christian  church 
at  North  Rush,  N.  Y. 
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Rev.  William  Sibley  said  that  when  she  talked  upon  Bible 
subjects,  it  was  profitable  for  him  to  listen.  It  is  said  that 
she  was  strong*  in  Christian  exhortation. 

Samuel,  the  oldest  son,  then  twenty,  went  to  Madison 
county  upon  the  advice  of  some  friends,  where  he  afterward 
married.  Charles,  the  second  son,  was  in  poor  health  and 
fitted  himself  for  teaching,  lie  went  to  Ohio  and  settled 
near  St.  Johns,  in  Auglaise  county,  it  is  supposed,  where  his 
son  Asa  formerlv  resided,  llis  descendants  now  live  in  that 
vicinity. 

James  K.  Martin,  then  seventeen  years  old,  worked  in¬ 
dustriously  to  keep  the  family  together  as  much  as  possible. 
Four  years  later,  in  1818,  he  was  married  to  Fanny  Bristol, 
daughter  of  Bethel  Bristol,  who  has  been  mentioned  before. 

The  following  spring,  March  11,  1819,  James  K.  Martin 
and  wife,  his  sister,  Millicent.  with  her  husband,  William 
Kelly,  and  his  two  young  brothers,  Ward  and  Robert,  then 
thirteen  and  nine  years  of  age  respectively,  started  with  all 
their  earthly  belongings,  packed  in  a  lumber  wagon.  The 
wagon  was  new  and  was  the  property  of  William  Kelly. 
The  horses  were  well  along  in  years  and  belonged  to  James 
K.  Martin. 

When  about  one  hundred  miles  this  side  of  Albany  a 
heavy  snow  storm  made  traveling  in  a  wagon  impossible. 
The  only  alternative  was  to  trade  the  new  wagon  for  a  wood¬ 
en  shod  sleigh  and  some  leather. 

The  journey  occupied  thirteen  days.  Only  a  small  amount 
of  money — possibly  ten  dollars  remained,  when  they  ar¬ 
rived  at  Black  Creek,  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Chili,  Mon¬ 
roe  county,  N.  Y. 

They  commenced  housekeeping  in  one  of  Joseph  Sibley’s 
houses.  It  had  been  built  by  squatters,  who,  when  com¬ 
pelled  to  leave  tore  up  one-half  of  the  shake  roof.  Our 
emigrants  entered  and  commenced  housekeeping  in  the 
place  as  they  found  it. 

The  following  winter  James  K.  Martin  made  the  journey 
from  Chili  to  Rensselaer  county  on  foot  in  a  snow  path,  ac¬ 
complishing  it  in  six  days.  When  he  arrived  in  the  east  he 
had  only  six  pence  in  his  pocket.  The  story  is  told  that  a 
wealthy  resident  of  the  town  of  Chili  was  going  to  Albany  in 
a  two  horse  sleigh.  Our  grandfather  asked  the  privilege  to 


' 
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ride.  He  was  informed  that  he  could  for  a  certain  consid¬ 
eration.  That  being  lacking  the  only  remaining  thing  was 
to  walk.  They  started  about  the  same  time.  The  man  in 
the  sleigh  passing  the  footman,  and  the  footman  arriving  at 
the  hotel  later  and  starting  earlier  and  made  it  necessary 
for  the  sleigh  to  pass  him  again.  This  simply  shows  what 
human  nature  was  in  1820. 


James  lv.  had  left  a  colt  in  Rennsselaer  county,  which 
he  now  gave  to  Hansel  Bristol,  his  uncle  by  marriage;  in 
consideration  of  bringing  his  mother  and  younger  brothers, 
George  and  Killian,  to  the  Genesee  country. 


They  were  brought  as  far  as  Elisha  Sibley’s  in  Rush. 
This  Elisha  Sibley  and  Joseph  Sibley  were  our  great  grand¬ 
mother’s  brothers.  The  party  walked  the  remaining  dis¬ 
tance  to  Chili. 


The  following  year,  Rebecca  and  Margaret,  were  brought 
through  by  a  man  by  the  name  of  Phelps,  who  either  lived 
here  or  was  coming  here  on  business. 

Previous  to  this  Nathan  C.,  or  Crandall,  as  he  was  called, 
had  been  adopted  by  his  uncle.  Stephen  Sibley,  of  Stephen- 
town,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state;  but  he  soon  tired  of 
his  new  home,  though  surrounded  with  comparative  luxury, 
and  came  on  also  to  the  new  country. 

James  Iv.  Martin’s  home  was  the  home  of  his  mother,  who 
took  in  weaving,  and  all  the  younger  brothers  and  sisters, 
until  they  were  married.  Each  went  out  to  work  as  soon 
as  old  enough,  but  came  back  to  the  central  home  for  their 
holidays  or  when  they  were  sick. 

Robert  and  George  acquired  enough  education  to  teach 

school,  in  which  they  were  quite  successful.  Unfortunately 

for  our  grandfather  the  locality  where  he  had  first  settled 

on  Black  Creek  was  very  low  and  unhealthy,  consequently 

he  and  his  family  were  all  sick  with  ague  and  fever  during 

the  first  summer.  In  August  every  one  was  sick.  Later  in 

the  fall  they  partially  recovered  and  he  began  to  look  around 

for  some  means  to  earn  food  for  his  family.  He  had  not  had 

% 

time  to  raise  wheat,  andthey  were  all  living  on  corn  bread. 
During  the  summer  he  had  raised  some  hogs,  and  as  the 
time  for  butchering  approached  he  looked  around  for  some 
way  of  getting  salt  to  preserve  his  meat.  He  had  no  money, 
and  could  not  get  money  for  his  work.  He  found  however 
that  he  could  work  for  Judge  Sibley  chopping  wood  for  one- 
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half  busliel  of  wheat  for  a  day’s  work.  He  worked  sixteen 
days  for  which  he  received  eight  bushels  of  wheat,  which  lie 
sold  at  Rochesterville  at  25  cents  a  bushel.  He  was  obliged 
to  thresh  and  clean  his  own  wheat.  In  all  he  worked  nine¬ 
teen  days  for  eight  bushels  of  wheat,  which  brought  two 
dollars.  This  bought  one-third  of  a  barrel  of  salt  to. preserve 
his  pork.  These  were  the  hardest  times  they  found. 


A  little  later  he  had  a  chance  to  keep  a  cow  over  winter, 
taking  the  milk  for  her  keep.  In  the  spring  he  managed  to 
buy  the  cow.  A  steer  wasraised  and  he  wanted  to  buv  an- 
other  as  a  mate  to  break  for  a  yoke  of  oxen.  A  neighbor 


had  one  to  sell  for  eleven  dollars.  Our  grandfather  raised 
eight  dollars  and  gave  his  note  for  the  small  balance  of 
three  dollars  with  the  endorsment  of  his  uncle  Elisha  Sibley. 
We  are  told  that  this  note  was  the  only  one  James  K.  Martin 
ever  asked  any  one  to  endorse  for  him. 


Mis  oldest  son,  Lorenzo,  was  born  in  Chili,  July  5,  1819. 
In  January,  1821,  they  removed  to  the  town  of  Rush  on  a 
Wadsworth  farm,  now  owned  by  Peter  Martin,  located 
about  one-half  mile  north  of  West  Rush.  Here  they  re¬ 
mained  for  four  years.  It  was  during  this  removal  that 
Stephen  B.  Martin  was  born,  Jan.  1,  1821,  at  the  residence 
of  Uncle  Elisha  Sibley.  The  family  in  moving  stopped 
there  over  night.  A  dance  or  a  frolic,  as  it  was  then  called, 
was  in  progress.  The  birth  somewhat  interfered  with  the 
festivities,  but  went  on  nevertheless,  in  the  other  part  of  the 
house. 


During  these  years  they  began  to  gather  things  around 
them,  so  as  to  be  more  comfortable.  Millicent  E.  Frost, 
nee  Martin,  was  born  here  Nov.  29,  1822,  and  Lydia  A.  Mar¬ 
tin,  April  8,  1825.  Some  two  weeks  later  they  moved  onto 
100  acres  of  land,  which  lie  had  purchased  for  ten  dollars 
an  acre,  where  he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death.  Only 
about  four  acres  of  this  land  was  cleared.  The  remainder 
was  cleared  largely  by  his  own  hand. 

The  log  house  was  double,  one  room  being  used  by  his 
mother  for  weaving.  It  was  built  below  the  hill  towards 
the  south  part  of  the  farm,  and  near  where  they  afterward 
had  a  brick  kiln.  In  this  house  the  remaining  children  were 
born  with  the  exception  of  the  youngest  one,  Ward,  who  was 
in  the  new  house  on  the  hill, where  they  moved  November, 
1839. 
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The  usual  number  in  the  family  to  care  for  during  the 
many  years  was  from  fifteen  to  twenty  persons — all  these 
were  accommodated  in  this  log  house  of  two  rooms  and 
chambers  above.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  our  grand¬ 
father  purchased  a  farm  for  each  of  his  sons  and  helped 
his  daughters  as  well.  He  never  engaged  in  any  kind  of 
speculation — li is  property  being  acquired  by  rigid  economy, 
coupled  with  good  judgement  and  hard  labor.
